MILLIONS of seif- 

employed workers are 
facing a 3p tax rise. 

The Chancellor is set 
to target White Van Man 
to plug a £4.5billion 
black hole. 

Philip Hammond is con- 
sidering hiking National 
Insurance payments on their 
profits by three per cent in 
next week’s Budget. 

The proposed rise, from 
nine to 12 per cent, would 
raise more than £5billion 
over the next Parliament. 

But it would mean trades- 
men earning £40,000 a year 
would face an £80 a month 
rise in their tax bill. 

Even those earning £12,000 
a year would see their 
monthly bill rise by £10. 

The number of self- 
employed has soared by a 
fifth since 2010, to nearly 
five million. 

But the Treasury is con- 
cerned it is losing out as a 
growing number of workers 
register as personal service 
companies to lower bills. 

Any move to hit White 
Van Man faces a backlash in 
the Tory heartlands. 

One in ten workers in 
Prime Minister Theresa 
May’s Maidenhead constitu- 
ency would be clobbered 
and nearly 6,000 in the 
Chancellor’s Runnymede and 
Weybridge constituency in 
Surrey would suffer. 

The proposals have heaped 
pressure on Mr Hammond 
to deliver more for strug- 
gling people, dubbed the 
just about managing, in his 
upcoming Budget. 

He already faces calls to 
use an extra £27billion post- 
Brexit economy windfall to 
pay for increased social care 
costs and to soften the blow 
of business rate rises. 

Tory MP Jacob Rees-Mogg 
slammed it as a new pasty- 
tax, a reference to George 
Osborne’s failed attempt to 
raise VAT to 20 per cent on 
hot takeaway grub. 

He said: “It hits the entre- 
preneurial spirit and dam- 
ages the economy and tax 
revenues in the long run. 

“I think it’s a very short- 
sighted approach.” Iain

“I am now applying for 
citizenship.” 


RISE OF THE 
PENSIONERS 

NEARLY a quarter of Brits will be over 65 
within 30 years, it is forecast. 

The number of pensioners will explode 
from 11.6 million now to 18.7 million by 2045. 

That will be 24.6 per cent of Brits, the 
Office for National Statistics said. 

Pensioners currently make up less than 18 
per cent of the population. 

Experts said a changing society was the 
“most significant challenge” facing the Gov- 
ernment. Baroness Altmann warned: “The 
cost will be higher taxes for the young.”

HIV experts have increased 
treatment success rates by 
almost 18 per cent. 

They devised a scheme 
to help patients take their 
medication regularly. 

Irregular use can see the 
virus developing into Aids.

MAY IN KIDS 
LAW U-TURN 

CHILD protection reforms launched by David 
Cameron just one year ago have now been 
axed by Theresa May. 

Education chiefs scrapped plans to let 
councils opt out of statutory laws and test 
their own ways of working with families. 

Shadow Education Secretary Angela Rayner 
said: “These dangerous proposals should 
never have been made.” The Lib Dems 
accused ministers of “sneaking out” the 
U-turn. Ex-Tory children’s minister Tim 
Loughton called the plans a “step too far”.

New MI6 chief Alex 
Younger — know as C — 
said: “I want everyone to 
know that, regardless of 
background, if you have 
the skills we need and 
share our values, there is 
a future for you in MI6.” 

But critics called the 
ad confusing and blasted 
Mr Younger for giving 
the first ever interview 
by a C to The Guardian 
— which published secrets 
from CIA traitor Edward 
Snowden and Julian 
Assange’s Wikileaks. 

An angry senior gov- 
ernment figure said: 
“What the hell are MI6 
playing at? Its so naive.”
